WITH CHINA, 

Inthe autumn of toot the Foreign Office 
made a rather unugual but commendable 
depataire it the appointment af well known 
commercial ‘man, Sir James Lyle Mackay, 
K.6.5.1, as Special Commissioner lo negotiate 
the new Commercia! Treaty with China, and 
although some adverse criticism was’ indulged 
in and complaints made. that an Indian ex- 
perience was not a necessary quali fication for 
such a post, yet tle Committee think that thie 


| general consensus of opinion would now admit 


that he was amply qualified for the position, 
assisted us he was by one of the blest of the 
Shanghai mercantile body and a most capable 
Member of the Consular staff Sir James 
Mackay speedily discovered that firniness 
‘combined with infinite patience formed the 
most imporant requisite in the conduct of 
negotiations with Chinese officials, The Com- 
missioner came to China ‘with an open mind, 
and at once set himself diligently to work to 


take the rpinions of those en the spot most 
competent t to Riad them. Having collected 


himself on the various questions affecting 
trade, he set to work to formulate a treaty’ 
which would free fareign trade from the .re- 
strictions that now hamper it, and, by yielding 
a larger revenue from an increased’ duty, also 
prove acceptable to the Chinese. After much 
consideration, he accordingly proposed the. 
abolition of lekin andall other inland taxation 


on foreign goods with certain modifications in. 


the taxation of native. goods; the Imperial 
Maritime Customs to be allowed to collect in 
lieu thereof a surtax of one anda half times 
the impos, duly, making an estimated import 
duty of ‘124 per cent, instead of the § 
per cent, hitherto imposed. Cut of the surtax 
the provincial Governments are to receive 
compensation for the loss of lekin, the collec: 
tion of which has always been costly and 
wasteful. If this ‘arrangement be adhered to, 
‘the provinciil administrations will certainly: 
profit largely, and it is hoped that, in considera- 
tion of the fact, no attempt will be made to 
revive Iekin under snother name. It will, of 
course, be the duty of His Majesty's Consuls to 
jealously watch the course of affuirs when the 
provisions of the Treaty come into force and to 
see that no ‘attempt is made to nullify the’ 
abolition of this ancient exaction. 

RELATIONS WITH THE LONDON OFFICE. 

During -the past year a great deal of cor- 
 respondence has been received and despatched, 
pat of which is appedded to this Report, 
Much of it, however, is more or less con- 
fidential, and cannot therefore be published, 
but the file is pen “for the inspection of 
individual members. The Committee have 
not hesitated ' to urge, both by wire and by 
letter, upon the London Office of the Associa- 
tion the importance of making strong repre- 
sentations to the Foreign Office on various 
points, and they have reason to think that 
such representations have-proved more or less 
successful, In any case it seemsto the 
Committee that the Foreign Office Aave paid 
attention to matters urged by them through 
the Association in London. 

TRANSFER OF COLLECTORATE ‘or NATIVE 

TO FOREIGN CUSTOMS. 

, Aswill be seen by reference to the appendix, 
your Committee found it necessary to telegraph 
a strong protest against the delay of Hoppo(or 
Stperintendent of the Native Customs) at 
Canton in transferring the collectorate of these 
{ustoms dues to the Imperial Maritime’ 
“Customs. The transfer has been effected since 
with excellent results, the differential duties 
formerly accorded to junks having now ceased, 
and cargo which had been divened from 
foreign steamers on the river now finding its 
way ito normal channels. 
ATTEMPTED INCREASE IN TAX S ON OPIUM. 

In April last the attempt by the Canton 
authorities to ‘impose an addilioval tax on 
foreign’ opium, amounting practically to an 
increase of 109 per cent, which was come into 
operation in May, received the attention of the 
Comnf‘ttee, who addressed a strong protest by 
wire on the subject to the London Association 
The result of this and other representations 
by the Chamb-r of, Commetce and the 
Opium Hongs led to the. introduction of 
the proposed tax being postponed until July, 
A further me:sage was despatched to Lon- 
don by the Committee in August, and ‘the 
question is still under consideration.

house. Many disadvantages faced this 


“Company on Saturday night ;-but for all-that- 


it must be. gratifying to Mr. Frawley and his 
Company to know that although hampered by 
the want of sufficient staging accominodation, 
andthe handling of huge pieces of scenery by the 
Celestial scene shifter, they tose superior to the 
occasion and achieved quite a distinct success. 
Another thing which must have presented it- 
self to the public was the quick, work done by 
the Company in adapting themselves to the 
stage and the erection of the scenery, though 
somewhat cramped, in such a short time,. 
especially when we come to, think that the: 


Korea, which brought the Company from 


Shanghai only dropped her anchors in the 
harbour a few hours previous. Regarding the 
play itself, Secret Service has achieved a world- 
wide ‘renown as first brought out by its 
author, Mr. William Gillette, [tas an exciting 


drama, based on the war between the Northern 


and Southern States, and has a very powerful 
plot_worked out—by—well_known—characters.- 
The scene is laid in Richmond, Virginia, at 
the time when the Federal army was in- 
vesting"Ahe: town with a view’ to its capture, 
Dealing with a thrilling period of history, in 
the eurly sixties, Sere! Service is full of 
excitement. The story set forth summed up 
isthis, £dith Varney, daughter of a Con- 
federate officer of’high rank, falls desperately in 
love with Caplain Thorne, who, it is generally 
supposed, is'a Confederate, but wha, in reality 
is an influential member of the Federal Secret 
Service. Through pluck and daring, Cuplain 
Thorne got into the Southern lines, at Rich- 
mond, where it was his intention to work his 
way into the Telegraph Office, whence he 
might be able to send forth fictitious ordersto the 
Southerners aad thus weaken their defences. 
Eventually, Capfatn Thorne gets into the office, 
and by clever manipulating, and maintaining 
a sang froid attitude gains his point, and 
is in fact despatching a very important missive 
when he is rudely awakened, and wounded 
by Benton Arve sford, an officer of the Con- 
federate Secret Service who, through shadowing 
him, had wun him to earth, The guard is 
hurriedly called and ZAorne is denounced by 
Arrelsford as a Federal spy, but when the 
guards appear’ on the scene, and through the 
coolness and presence of mind of the Captain, 
who even in this crucial moment unconcerned- 
ly picks up and smokes a cigar, accuses 
Arrelsford of murderous attacks, and ‘has the 
tables turned by having Arredsford arrested, 
whilst he resumes his work uninterrupted. 
Just when the situation is getting extremely 
awkward for him, Caplain Thorne is saved by 
Lidith Vurcey producing a commission from 
the President authorising his appointment to 
the telegraph office. The noble behaviour of 
Edith Varney so touches him that he revokes 
the order vpich he had previously despatched. 
Finally, when every hepe is lost and he is on 
his way to be shot as a Federal spy, a reprieve 
atrives and he is accordingly treated as an 
ordinary. prisoner of war and a happy reunion 
takes place. : 
Dealing with individual acting, the part of 
the heroine Edith Varney was entrusted.to the 
safe hands of Miss Elizabeth Stewart. Her 
acting was superb, whilst in the passages 
where light playfulness and pathetic scenes 
were required she showed to perfection her 
gracefulness and dramatic powers, In Mr. 
lhaniel Frawley we have a perfect delineation 
of Captain Thorne. The ‘characteristics are 
based on those of a brave suldier who, for 
patriotic feeling, is compelled to lower his 


smartial spirits and Jaunch forth in the: igno- 


minious career as a spy. The acting of Mr. 
Frawley amply demonstrated this feeling, and 
in moments of sterling bravery, ccolness and 
imminent danger, especially in the + trying 
ordeal of the telegraph office, his manner of 
acting is powerfully produced, As Benton 
Arvelsford, the character was ably pourtrayed 
by Mr. Gardner Crane, whose treatment of the 
idle was to the point, and successfully thril- 

ling. Miss Eva Dennison and Mr, Chauncey

‘PONTIFICAL JUBILEE. 
sinks 
CELEBRATION IN HONGKONG. 


The Roman Catholic community of Hong- 
kong yesterday celebrated the Pontifical Jubilee 
of His Holiness Pope Leo XHI. Sunday, 
though not the actual day. of the Jubilee, was 
appointed by Bishop Piazzoli forcelebration in 
Hongkong, Pope Leo X111., who is 92 years 
of age, has now reigned at the head of the 
Roman Catholic Church for 25 years, and during 
his Pontificate proved himself to be one of the 
wisest and most popular of the Popes. The cele- 
brations in Hongkong began at 3 am. with a 
Pontifical High Mass at the Roman Catholic 
Cathedral, His Lordship Bishop Piazzoli 
officiated, and was assisted by the clergy, 
Among those present at the ceremony were the 
Consuls-General for Austria, Belgium, Brazil, 
Italy, Peru, Portugal and Spain, and officers of 
some of the warships in harbour. The sermon 
was preached by the Rev. 4. M. Alves, s.J., 
who was asked to come from*Mdecao for the. 
purpose, “The musical portion of the service 
was in charge of the Cathedral organist, Mr. U, 
Baptista. Yesterday being also the feast of the 
Holy Rosary service was held in the afternoon, 
This cammenced with the singing of the 
Rosary, followed by a sermon by Rev. A, M.

captured wherever they were found and behead. | 
ed in every instance. Last year these rebels 
united with a body of Annamites and occupied 
two provinces in’ Hunan, Thé Chinese Gov- 
ernment having been communicated with by 
the French Minister ordered General Su to 
exterminate them, in consequence many of the 
rebels were killed and the French colany was 
pacified. Thus General Su became more hat- 
ed by the rebels, In former times, the rebels 
had some fear of the Government troops, 
owing to their prestige, but after an engage- 
ment with the latter this spring during which 
over a score of General Su’s body-guards were 
killed by the rebels, General Su began to lose 
his‘ prestige with them, and just at that 
time it happened as he’ was about to be 
transferred tot Hupeh, the rebels  be- 
caine more formidable. Furthermore, the. 
various commandants allowed their soldiers 
to cause havoc among the people. When the 
rebels had dispersed to distant parts, they had 
peaceful citizens captured and beheaded, in 
consequence, the peaceful citizens joined the 
rebels as well. During the summer and 
autumn of this year, the rebels became so 
formidable throughout the Province that a 
rebellion was imminent. The, officials of 
Nanning were so helpless that they dared 
not leave their yamens, yet at that time, 
the rebels had not dared to attack 
cities or assassinate officials. "It was 
about the sixth moon, when a well-known 
officer, Colonel Wong, of the Goverament 
troops, was mortally wounded by a shot from 
the rebels that the Government troops became 
more .weakened, while the rebels became 
stronger. Since the arrival of the new Gover. 
nor Wang Chi Chun, funds were collected for 
exterminating the rebels, but after a month in 
Wuchou, over two hundred of his ‘soldiers 
deserted as the climate did not agree with 
them, so he has not decided upon a mode of 
procedure. Owing to these causes the rebels 
became so bold that they attacked the city of 
Shi-un and occupied it. [1 is reported that the 
few desperados there succeeded in startinga.
